Two weekends ago, the first 
World Cup event was held at 
Soldier Hollow and was wel- 
comed with snow! 

Nordic Combined (cross 
country skiing and ski jumping) 
competitors took to the snowy 
course for three days of competi- 
tion, with the United States plac- 
ing two racers in the top ‘five 
after three days of competition. 

Following the first jumping 
event on Friday, Steamboat 
Springs’ Matt Dayton was 32nd 
going into the cross country 
sprint race. Then, after a great 
race on the 7.5 km cross country 
loop, Dayton found himself in 
first place. He was followed by 
Italy’s Jochen Strobl. Teammate 
Johnny Spillane placed 14th in 
jumping and 10th in skiing to 
put him into eighth place overall 
for the U.S. 

Sunday’s race featured lots of 


lead changes and more snow! 

After several. position 
changes on the 15 km course, 
Spillane passed up Russia's 
Denis Tishagin, who finished 
23.5 seconds behind Spillane for 
second place. 

Spillane had a spectacular 
race on the fast course after fin- 
ishing eighth in the jumping 
competition. Dayton, who was 
the leader after the’ first day, 
placed third. 

Tuesday was the final compe- 
tition day for the Nordic 
Combined World Cup “B” 
teams. This day proved to be a 
great one for the U.S. skiers. 

Dayton finished first in the 10 
km mass start by more than half 
a minute over Strobl and 
Kristoffer Erichsen of Steamboat 
Springs, CO. Dayton then:went 
on to finish 27th in the 120 km 
jumping competition. 

Spillane, who placed ninth in 
Tuesday’s race, came back to 
take third in the jumping. 

Spillane and Dayton helped 
the U.S. dominate the competi- 


tion. Spillane placed second 
overall while Dayton finished 
fifth. 

Teammate Erichsen finished 
10th overall, while Carl Van 
Loan of Webster, NH, placed 
12th, Jed Hinkley of Andover, 
NH placed 31st, and Alex 
Glueck, of Steamboat Springs, 
Colo., placed 35th. 

This past weekend, the first of 
many Wasatch Citizen Series 
races were also held at Soldier 
Hollow. Many racers came out 
to participate in this exciting 
event. 

Peter Svendsen won the event 
with a time of 27:36. Peter 
Barton finished second, with a 
time of 28:12, and Rian Quinn 
finished third with a time of 
28:44. 

The overall winnner for the 
women was Katrin Smigun. 
Kelly Milligan took second and 
Dina Newhouse was third. 

The next event Soldier 
Hollow will host will be the 
Utah Winter Games biathlon 
event Jan. 6-7.
